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One of the most important aspects of foxhunting, an aspect 
which is too often overlooked by those responsible for carrying on 
the sport, is its relationship to our various state Game Commissions. 
As our country has become more crowded and our society more com- 
plex, government regulation has become inevitable for foxhunting 
as well as for every other walk of life. Such regulation affects us in 
many ways, both direct and indirect. Certain states classify foxes 
as predators and vermin, others as game animals. In some sections 
the shooting, trapping and poisoning of foxes is prohibited unless 
they are actually doing damage. In others, foxes may not only be 
destroyed at all times, but in addition a bounty is placed upon them. 

Regulations affecting other game are also important to fox- 
hunters. In sections where shooting is allowed at all times of the 
year, such as woodchuck shooting, foxes are always in danger. In 
states where there is an early squirrel season, there are always 
foxes shot as well as squirrels. All of us know the effect which deer 
and deer laws can have on foxhunting. 

The moral of all this is that foxhunters should see to it that 
their state legislatures are informed as to the problems of the sport. 
If our state senators and representatives realize the economic 
importance of foxhunting in their districts, the extent to which it 
raises land values and tax receipts, the employment which it gives 
and the markets which it opens, they will naturally be sympathetic 
to favorable and opposed to hostile legislation. Too many bills affect- 
ing our sport slip through and become law without realizing what 
is going on. 

It is the Game Commissions which administer the laws on a 
statewide basis, the Game Wardens which administer them on a 
local basis. Friendly administration is of vital importance; no matter 
what the provisions on the statute books may be, hostile admini- 
stration can make them either harmful or ineffective. 

What can we do about it? As individuals we can get to know 
our legislators and our game wardens and we can see that their 
attitude toward foxhunting is both sympathetic and understanding. 
Through our hunt officers we can make similar contacts with the 
members and administrative officials of the Game Commissions 
and with the Chairmen of the legislative committees concerned 
with the game laws. Through such contacts we can secure the pass- 
age of legislation favorable to the fox and prevent enactment of 
unfavorable laws. 

As an example of what a well disposed Game Commission can 
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do to help we cite the following 
statement recently issued by the 
Tennessee State Game and Fish 
Commission and reprinted in the 
May issue of “Conservation 
News’, published by the Nation- 
al Wildlife Federation. 


“Rabies More Prevalent 
In Gray Foxes” 

Fox hunters will be interested 
in a report made at the recent 
Southeastern U. S. Rabies Con- 
ference held at Tampa, Florida. 
Dr. Eugene Tierkel, director of 
the National Rabies Control, 
said investigations of the inci- 
dence of rabies in foxes showed 
that from 90 to 95% of those 
infected were grays. In other 
words, a rabid red is rare—and, 
of course, it is the red fox that 
fox hunters love to chase. It was 
the concensus of over 100 rabies 
workers present at the conference 
from the U.S. and several foreign 
countries that if the total fox 
populations were reduced by 
killing grays, the sporting red 
would have little opportunity of 
catching rabies, The gray gathers 
in packs at breeding time and it 
is thought rabies are transmitted 
at this time, Albert E. Hyder, 
chief of the game management 
section of the Tennessee Game 
and Fish Commission, believes 
Dr. Tierkel’s conclusion is borne 
out in Tennessee. Rabid foxes 
are unknown in West Tennessee 
where there are but few grays, 
and, rabies is most prevalent in 
Middle and East Tennessee, 
where there are larger numbers 
of stray dogs.

At the close of the course, which is 
conducted by eight competent instruc- 
tors, there is a series of examinations. 
These comprise an individual riding test 
which consists of light dressage move- 
ments, group riding, jumping, practice

Arlington Futurity, 25th running, 6 
furlongs, 2-year-olds (July 24). The im- 
pression is getting around that Trainer 
F. Gilpin is trying to find a track that 
Royal Note likes. The Spy Song colt 
has tried six—Oaklawn, Keeneland, 
Churchill, Garden State, Delaware and 
Arlington, and all he does is win. He has 
accounted for the Lafayette, Bashford 
Manor, Cherry Hill and Dover Stakes. 
Now he has added Arlington Futurity, 
worth $93,345 to the Wilton Stable which 
owns him. 

When the undefeated youngster finds a 
course that just suits him, there’s no 
telling what he’ll do. 

Royal Note took the Futurity in typi- 
cal style—got the lead and kept it. He 
beat 15 eager young Thoroughbreds in 
accomplishing the score, and a horse has 
to be a little more than the best to han- 
dle a mob like that around turns. 

Jet’s War Date took out after Royal 
Note as the race got under way, but 
after three furlongs retired, musing on 
the futility of it all. Impromptu and the 
good filly, Delta, were within striking 
distance of the leader most of the way, 
but didn’t strike. Impromptu weakened 
slightly and Delta went past to get sec- 
ond money, 2% lengths back of the win- 
ner. She beat Impromptu by almost one 
length. Prince Noor was 2% farther 
back in fourth place. 

Royal Note ran his money total to 
$146,284, and has 6 wins in 6 starts. 

Bred by Messrs. T. L. Wilson and C. 
T. Houston, owners of the Wilton Stable, 
Royal Note is from the Royal Minstrel 
mare, Penroyal. Arcaro had the mount 
as he did in the Dover Stakes. 

Equipoise Mile, 14th running, 1 mile, 
3-year-olds and up (July 21). The favor- 
ite players looked down their noses at 
Smoke Screen, fresh from victory in the 
ThistleDown Cup, and let him go at 
almost 2 to 1. There was Sir Mango with 
a flock of wins to his credit and there 
was Imbros, the speedball from the West 
Coast; but Sir Mango’s string was broken 
and the speedball was slow starting and 
died an early death. 

Landlocked showed on top first with 
Sir Mango close up and Happy Go Lucky 
next in line. Imbros seemed unprepared, 
and was last away. When he got his legs 
under him, he rushed right up to the 
leader, but that fast early rush must 
have ruined him for he could not stay 
and dropped back rapidly after the first 
half mile. 

Landlocked also began tiring, Spur On 
came up to take the lead and First Aid 


rushed into second place. 


Smoke Screen had started slowly and 
gradually worked his way toward the 
head end. At the eighth pole, he was in 
third place and came rapidly through 
the heavy footing to win by 134 lengths, 
going away.

Just 
before the running of the Monmouth 
Handicap, I heard what must be the most 
unusual reason ever given for betting 
on a race horse. A turf addict stopped 
me and explained that he was investing 
a deuce on the chances of Royal Vale 
“because he’s being retired to stud right 
after this race.” 

I was unable to contact Mr. Jim Ryan 
or Mrs. J. R. H. Thouron to verify the 
report or to ask if the horse was in on 
the secret; but after watching the race, 
I’m sure he was. He certainly wasn’t 
thinking about running. 

There were no such rumors about 
Find, but he disappointed, too. 

The hero of the event was Ogden 
Phipps’ Bassanio, a 9-to-1 shot that rush- 
ed away from his opposition at the end. 

Ram o’War and Find moved out to 
make the pace, with the former tiring 
after six furlongs and dropping back. 
Find continued on well with Bassanio 
at his heels, but weakened coming into 
the stretch and Bassanio swept past. 
Closed Door and Level Lea came on as 
Find faltered and that was the order of 
finish. Bassanio won by 2% lengths; Clos- 
ed Door was second by 1% and Level 
Lea was a neck before Find. 

Sidney Cole rode the Phipps four- 
year-old. 

Bassanio completed a two-front double 
for trainer Jim Fitzsimmons, who sad- 
dled Full Flight to win the Saranac at 
the Saratoga-Jamaica session an hour 
earlier in the afternoon. 

The son of Bimelech—Portia, by 
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*Rhodes Scholar, shows 4 wins, 2 sec- 
onds and 2 thirds in 14 starts this sea- 
son. The $49,700 he took out of the Mon- 
mouth brings his season’s total to $85, 
875. He won the Sussex Handicap at 
Delaware Park on July 3. 

In 1953, Bassanio raced 19 times, rack- 
ed up 4 wins, 4 seconds and 4 thirds and 
earned $19,840.

The Rumson Handicap, 9th running, 
6 furlongs, 3-year-olds and up (July 21). 
Jouett Shouse’s Cinda outsped the speed- 
ster, Master Ace, to account for the 
ninth running of Monmouth Park’s Rum- 
son ore 2 Skipper Bill was second, 
a length behind the winner; Hyphasis 
was third, three-quarters farther back 
and a length and a quarter before Can- 
dle Wood, fourth to finish. 

Master Ace took the lead at the break 
but yielded to Cinda, which had been 
dogging him for five-eighths.

Saratoga-at-Jamaica 

The Saranac Handicap, 49th running, 
1%; miles, 3-year-olds (July 24). Besides 
becoming octagenarian, which requires 
physical fitness and plenty of experi- 
ence, Mr. Jim Fitzsimmons is getting to 
be quite a horse trainer. Thirty years 
ago he was good, and 20 seconds back 
he was performing like a stakes horse, 
but his record this year indicates that 
he’s just reaching his peak. 

Noticing that the Jones boys and the 
Hirsch lads and Preston Burch and son 
have been reaching certain successes 
operating on two fronts, Mr. Fitz has 
been functioning at two locales and is 
showing them how. 

On July 3, High Voltage, under his 
auspices, won the Coleen Stakes at Mon- 
mouth while Bassanio was taking the 
Sussex Handicap at Delaware; on July 
24, the same Bassanio won the Mon- 
mouth Handicap and Wheatley Stable’s 
Full Flight raced home first in the Sara- 
nac. Just by way of variation, the veteran 
trainer scored a one-track double on 
July 21, when Wheatley’s Laugh won the 
Albany and Hilarious (a four-year-old 
full brother to Laugh registered in the 
Ariel Handicap). 

Sunny Jim was 80 years old on July 
23, but the fans, not realizing how much 
he is improving with age, allowed Full 
Flight to get away at 9.65 to 1. 

Martyr, off his six-furlong form, was 
backed into favoritism and raced bril- 
liantly—for six furlongs. Full Flight, 
which was hanging around just back of 
the pace in case anything blew, was 
there when it did and popped up on the 
head end going into the stretch. He 
drew out to win by 1% lengths over 
Paper Tiger, which had a nose the best 
of it over Red Hannigan. Another length 
and a quarter back came Chevation. 

There was some roughness in the race 
and Glassner on Paper Tiger claimed 
a foul against the winner. It was not 
allowed. 

Wheatley Stable collected $21,700 for 
the win, which put Full Flight at $83, 
815 for the season. In June he took the 
Leonard Richards Stakes at Delaware. 

Last season, the son of *Ambiorix— 
Grey Flight, by *Mahmoud, brought in 
$17,450 with 2 wins, 5 seconds and 4 
thirds in 20 starts. 

Jess Higley rode in the Saranac. 

The Albany, 52nd running, 6 furlongs, 
2-year-olds (July 21). A fine field came 
out for the Albany, headed by the un- 
defeated Royal Coinage, which won the 
Great American; the promising Sound 
Barrier, victor in the Troy Stakes and 
Laugh, which was second in both. 

Again Mr. Fitz had the laugh—fig- 
uratively—and literally with a capital 


Royal Coinage was the odds-on choice, 
Sound Barrier was second favorite and 
Laugh was third in amount of betting 
money attracted. They ran in order of 
odds to the stretch. In the dash to the 
wire Laugh broke through the Sound 
Barrier and was up when Royal Coinage 
was spent. He won by a head. Sound 
Barrier was four lengths back and two 
before Brother Tex. 

The colt, by Bimelech, from Johns- 
town’s daughter, Laughter, was making 
his ninth start and scoring his third 
win.

Scobeyville Purse Fourth Victory of Season 
For Mrs. Bostwick’s Hyvania

Monmouth Park’s second week of hur- 
dle racing was climaxed on Friday, July 
23, with the Scobeyville Purse, a 134 
miles test which lured six hopefuls for 
the Midsummer Hurdle Handicap. Mrs. 
G. H. Bostwick’s Hyvania found little 
trouble in chalking up a consecutive 
victory and his fourth for the year over 
hurdles. 

Ably handled by Kenneth Field, the 7- 
year-old gelding trailed the small field 
in the early stages while saving plenty 
of ground. Rated back after the break, 
the eventual winner permitted John M. 
Schiff’s Livret to show the way over the 
first hurdle with Mrs. Vernon G. Cardy’s 
*Cammell Laird in close attendance. 
Livret’s front-running ability was short- 
lived and the pace was taken over by the 
Lazy F Ranch’s Out Point, with J. W. 
Thompson, making his first appearance 
in silks, in the saddle. 

Under the guidance of A. P. “Paddy” 
Smithwick, *Cammell Laird disposed of 
Out Point over the 6th obstacle but was 
no match for the eventual winner, which 
was closing much ground in the final 
stages. Handling his burden of 153 
pounds lightly, Hyvania came on the in- 
side to pick up the pacesetter over the 
9th obstacle. Skimming over the final 
hurdle a length in front of Mrs. Cardy’s 
French import, Hyvania went on to coast 
under the wire with a 2% length ad- 
vantage. *Cammell Laird gained the 
place award and Out Point, some seven 
lengths behind, garnered the short end. 

Col. L. H. Nelles’ Dear Brutus, a high- 
ly regarded sophomore, was fourth in the 
test, which was run in 3:20% over a 
hard course. It is likely that the youngs- 
ter would have made a better showing, 
had he not bobbled the first hurdle while 
in close quarters. Knocks Twice, sport- 
ing the Happy Hill Farm’s blue and 
white silks broke down on the final 
turn while in contention. 

Following the popular victory, Mrs. 
Bostwick and her husband-trainer 
“Pete”, journeyed to the winners’ circle 
where the presentation of the Scobyville 
Plate was made by Mrs. Allison Stern. 
Later in the day, Mrs. Stern and her hus- 
band entertained the hurdle racing fran- 
ternity at a cocktail party in the garden 
of their Festoon Farm in Scobeyville. 

On Monday, July 19, George T. Wey- 
mouth’s Third Copy, making his second 
start over hurdles, graduated from the 
maiden ranks. Nicely handled by Earl 
Phelps, the 4-year-old Triplicate—Sun 
Tigress gelding was far back over the 
first three obstacles. After the horse had 
gained confidence, Phelps urged him 
into contention and was soon running 
second to the pacesetting *Camee, Mrs. 
Arthur W. McGrath’s color-bearer. With 
speed in reserve, Third Copy took over 
the lead in the stretch and led *Camee 
over the final hurdle to win by 2% 
lengths. E. F. O’Connell’s Jeanoc, a first- 
time starter over hurdles, gained the 
short end under apprentice Ed Deveau. 
The winner’s time for the 1% mile trip 
over a hard course was 2:41%. 

Mrs. M. G. Walsh’s Rythminhim, one of 
the dozen starters, refused to break, de- 
spite the urging of his rider, “Paddy” 
Smithwick and a number of Eddie Blinds 


starting crew. This sorry display came 
on the heels of his excellent race on the 
preceding Friday, when he finished sec- 
ond to Mrs. Ogden Phipps’ Neji, which 
established a new course record. 

A plethora of entries were named for 
the Maiden race on Tuesday, permitting 
Chris Wood, Jr., director of hurdle rac- 
ing, to schedule a similar event as an 
extra race during the following week. 
An even dozen faced the starter for the 
1% mile event with Frank E. Vogel’s 
French import, Heureux II, emerging 
the victor. Off late, the invader, under 
Albert Foot’s urging, was sent to the 
front over the 4th hurdle. He increased 
his lead throughout to skim over the 
final hurdle 4 lengths in front of the 
Winding Way Farm’s Khumbaba. The 
latter uncorked his speed in the run to 
the wire and just missed nabbing the 
eventual winner by 34’s of a length. Mrs. 
M. G. Walsh’s Amy Robsart, ridden by 
Ramon Harris, finished third. The win- 
ner’s time was 2:43%5 over a hard course. 

On Thursday, July 22, the claimers 
had their day and 8 contenders with a 
$4,000 price tag went postward. The 
veteran hurdler, *Roll Call II, from the 
Sanford Stud, led away from the break 
and held his advantage until the 4th ob- 
stacle. At this point, the Happy Hill 
Farm’s Marcheast answered Tom Field’s 
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request and moved to the front. This 
pair opened up their lead to 6 lengths 
over the final hurdles in the stretch and 
managed to get under the wire with near- 
ly 3 lengths separating them from R. B. 
Carroll’s Jet Command and apprentice 
James Hobales. Mrs. M. G. Walsh’s Crag, 
which won the opening hurdle race at 
Monmouth Park, finished third. Running 
over a hard course, the winner register- 
ed the time of 3:21%.

Your Host’s Brother Tops First Day’s Auction 
at $60,000; Citation colt brings $50,000 





Monday aftenoon, July 26th, marked 
the opening of the Breeders Sales Com- 
pany’s sale of selected yearlings at 
Keeneland, and while the early part of 
the session was not tagged with much 
excitement, before the last yearling of 
the afternoon had been presented, some 
mighty explosive bidding had been done. 

The first youngster to inject a little 
excitement into the afternoon’s “busi- 
ness” was Leslie Combs II’s bay colt by 
*Noor—Sequence, which Olin Gentry 
“rocketed” away with a bid of $21,000. 
With this opening, the colt was the ob- 
ject of spirited dueling until he was 
knocked down to Sherrill Ward, who was 
acting as agent for Charles U. Bay of 
Wall Street, New York, at $37,000. 

However it was for Hip No. 58 to pro- 
vide the audience with a real bidding 
spectacle. This chestnut son of *Alibhai 
—*Boudour II, by *Mahmoud had the 
crowd cheering as the bidding leaped by 
$10,000 nudges to reach the $50,000 
ledge, and then simmered down as it 
inched upwards by $1,000 and $2,000 
raises, until it hit $60,000 where it hung. 
Mrs. John McMahan of Camerillo, Cali- 
fornia, was the successful bidder and 
now owner of this handsome full bro- 
ther to Your Host, whose purchase price 
equalled the second high for a yearling 
sold at Keeneland. 

As happened last year, Boat’s get at- 
tracted much attention in the ring, and 
lots of money. The daughter of Man 0’ 
War, dam of 5 stakes winners, was re- 
presented this year by a Citation colt, 
which was bid up to $50,000 before Ar- 
nold Hanger became his owner. This 
price of $50,000 is just 9,000 short of 
what Boat’s Roman filly brought last 
year in the same sales ring. 

Andrew Crevolin of Determine and 
Imbros fame went to $36,000 to secure 
the grey by Citation out of the *Mah- 
moud mare Amiga, in a bidding action 
which went rapidly to $30,000 and then 
slowed until the final “nod.” 

From the looks of the first day’s 
prices, it is obvious that buyers still 
have the big money to invest, and like 
careful investors, are buying discrimi- 
nately demanding looks and a quality 
pedigree. There is a definite break be- 
tween the $35,000 and $20,000 level, with 
the stock by outstanding sires out of 
proven producers (or mares of top cre- 
dentials) forming the upper bracket and 
then a great drop down to the $20,000 
and under group. Of the 80 yearlings sold 
on the afternoon of Monday, July 26th, 
only 4 were above the $35,000 mark, 
while the remainder were all under $26, 
000.

Sir Alfred J. Munnings’ 
Painting of Robert S. 
Clark’s *Galatea II 


The picture on the cover of The 
Chronicle is a reproduction of one of 
Sir Alfred J. Munnings’ paintings. It is 
of *Galatea II, a brown filly, by Dark 
Legend out of Galaday, by *Sir Gallahad 
III, foaled in 1936. She won The Oaks 
and Thousand Guineas in 1939, for her 
owner, Robert Sterling Clark. 

*Galatea II is of particular inter- 
est because of her relationship to this 
year’s English Derby winner, which, thr- 
ough his dam, stems from the same 
bloodlines. *Galatea II is a half-sister 
to *Boreale, (by Vatout) the granddam 
of Never Say Die. She was bred by her 
owner, Robert Sterling Clark, as was 
this year’s English Derby winner. 

It was probably Capt. John (Jock) 
Crawford of the British Bloodstock 
Agency, who was responsible for suggest- 
ing the mating which produced the Oaks 
winner, as he was Mr. Clark’s adviser 
on Thoroughbred matters, when Gala- 
day was bred in France to the stayer, 
Dark Legend. The cosmopolitan Galaday 
was one of the good race mares of her 
generation in America, although she had 
to wait until she got to England to win 
a stakes race. In the stud she turned 
out to be a producer of the first rank. 

Although Galaday’s daughter *Galatea 
II had an excellent racing career, her 
stud record has not kept pace with her 
exploits on the turf, despite her voyages 
from England to America and vice versa 
to visit the courts of American and Eng- 
lish sires. —E. M.

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HUNT MEETINGS 


The 1954 Spring Hunt Meeting Season 





Karl Koontz 


Two hundred and forty-five horses ap- 
peared under silks during the 1954 
Spring Hunt Meeting season to contest 
some 72 races offered by 16 hunt meet- 
ings. This first half of ‘“checkered- 
vest” racing, unlike last season, saw 
American-breds triumphing most often, 
winning 56 of the total number offered. 


While there were 5 other horses with 
more starts in their racing “log book’, 
no performer had any more success than 
did Harry S. Nichols’ Ginny Bug, who 
in 6 outings on the hunt meeting circuit, 
never tasted defeat. 


This mare, a Remount-bred daughter 
of Red Bug—Virginia Viva, by *Dan IV, 
was purchased by her present owner, 
along with two other horses (one by 
*Nordlicht and the other by Sultan Mo- 
hamed—out of mares from the Baron 
Von Horthy Stud in Hungary), out of the 
Remount Sale at Fort Robinson, Nebras- 
ka. Bought as a potential show horse 
on the basis of her conformation, Ginny 
Bug did not grow, and as a consequence 
was given a fling at flat racing. Demon-

strating little in training, she was turn- 
ed back to the show game, where she 
performed very well, until she became 
too hot. 


The following year (1952) Mr. Nichols 
sent the mare off to the hunt meetings 
under the management of Trainer Dennis 
Murphy. The chestnut mare made her 
first outing over brush, and then was 
switched to timber where she won two 
out of three, rounding out the season 
with a start on the flat, finishing 3rd. 
Although small in stature standing only 
15.0, Ginny Bug carried as high as 168 
pounds in one of her winning races that 
season. 


The next year she was rather unsuc- 
cessful being a victim of bad racing luck 
which was evoked mainly by the saddle 
slipping in three different races, once 
going completly over her on her neck, 
yet she managed to finish 2nd. This diffi- 
culty was finally overcome through the 
use of a sponge rubber pad under the 
saddle. , 

In 1954, although she did not venture 


out of her own bailiwick, she made 6 
starts on the Mid-West Circuit and beat 


the best they had to offer, often showing 
a tendency to run only when she was 
ready and no more than _ necessary 
to win. Although, in her only foray to 
the track, to Arlington Part for the Hur- 
dle Stakes, she won eased up by 25 
lengths, slicing 3 seconds off the track 
mark. From her races, it is more or 
less apparent that the longer the race 
the better she likes it. 


Harry S. Nichols, the leading owner, 
has had horses most of his life, having 
started showing about 20 years ago. 
After the war, he became interested in 
racing and his first jumper was Victory 
Jacket, a horse of considerable class, 
which was trained by Jack Skinner. Vic- 
tory Jacket won on the flat at Middle- 
burg and in his next start bucked his 
shins and later bowed. Thereafter he 
could not be kept sound enough to stand 
training. 

Mr. Nichols has maintained a relative- 
ly small stable which now numbers 7 
head in training, which is the most he 
has ever had at one time. His principal 
interest lies in steeplechasing and al- 
though one of the 7 is only a 2-year-old 
they were all purchased for that purpose. 

Although Ginny Bug is the star of the 
stable, Mr. Nichols feels that the best 
horse he has is his French-bred Rendez- 
vous. This son of Dogat won by 10 lengths 
at Middleburg on the flat this spring be- 
fore going unsound. 

Back in 1946, the estate of Joseph E. 
Widener offered at the Keeneland Fall 
Sales 6 broodmares, 7 yearlings and 7 
horses in training—all imported Thoro- 
ughbreds. Among the mares was a bay 
daughter of Victrix—Red Flame, Ver- 
million Pencil, called *X-Ray II, which 
was bought for $14,000 by Elmendorf. 
At the time of her purchase, this winning 
French mare was believed in foal to 
Dogat, and the following spring, drop- 
ped a bay colt, which was to be known as 
Rendezvous. 

Dennis Murphy, the leading trainer, 
not only saddled for Mr. Nichols, but 
tightened the girths on winners for own- 
ers H. M. Rhett, Jr., P. T. Cheff, Burford 
Danner, and Paul Serder; while his son 
Pat led all the jockies with 11 victories. 


Among the top performers of the sea- 
son, no horse is more deserving of men- 
tion than Burford Danner’s Bit- Whip 
Comet, who in 7 starts over timber was 
never worse than 3rd, winning 4, and 
being 2nd in the remaining 2. He 
is by Big Brand (a son of Big Blaze) who 
was rather widely known several years 
ago in timber circles as the sire of the 
brilliant rogue, Big Mike. 

Another of the feats of the spring 
season was Miss Betty Bosley’s condi- 
tioning of Marchized to win the Mary- 
land Hunt Cup. The first time a woman 
has saddled the winner of this great 
timber classic.

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Don’t Gamble When Planting Alfalfa; Failures Often 


Result of False Economies at Seeding Time 





Mayo Brown 


It now looks as though it will be an- 
other difficult year for seeding alfalfa. 
This is our third dry season in Virginia. 
In 1952 many farmers waited for rain 
and seeded too late. Frost killed a large 
percentage of the seedlings and this, 
of course, resulted in a very thin stand. 
Last year our drought was more severe 
than in 1952, but many farmers seeded 
on time just the same. Some seedings 
survived in a miraculous way and pro- 
duced good stands, even with such little 
moisture. Where irrigation systems were 
used and from two to three inches of 
water was applied just after seeding, 
good stands resulted. Again this year it 
will be necessary for many of us to seed 
alfalfa, regardless of the drought con- 
dition, and hope for the best. 


Now more than ever before it will be 
necessary to give alfalfa every possible 
chance to do well. By this we mean, 
do the job right. There is enough risk 
in it without gambling with the cost of 
seed fertilizer and labor. Seeding for 
a good stand of alfalfa is not as simple 
as seeding oats or wheat. When there 
are failures, frequently it is the result 
of carelessness of false economies at 
seeding time. If you are fortunate eno- 
ugh to get a good stand, follow through 
with good management practices. It 
won’t pay to seed alfalfa which, due to 
improper management, runs out in two, 
three, or four years. In seeding and 
growing alfalfa there are many points 
to remember; but first of all remember 
—don’t gamble. 


Right now is the time to begin prepar- 
ing the seed bed. First choose the pro- 
per soil. Alfalfa will do well on most 
well drained soils, if properly limed 
and fertilized. Choose a deep soil that 
is on a second bottom or upland and 
avoid fields that are subject to over- 
flow and those that are likely to remain 
wet early in the spring or after rains. 


After you have chosen the field to seed 
make a soil test. Alfalfa more than other 
crops is sensitive to acid soils. The 
PH of the surface 6 inches should be 
from 6.5 to 6.8. The amount of lime 
necessary to raise this PH varies accord- 
ing to soil type. Usually light soils re- 
quire less lime than others. If the Ph 
is very low apply the lime four to six 
months before seeding and disc well in- 
to the soil or plow down. If the PH is 
6.0 or above try to apply one half a good 


while before seeding and then the other 
half at seeding or just before. 

When the lime needs are taken care 
of and you begin the seed bed prepara- 
tion, do it well. No other factor will 
entirely take the place of this part of 
the job. A well prepared seed bed is 
firm and compact beneath, loose and 
open on the surface and has no clods. 
When land is in this condition it absorbs 
and holds moisture easily and keeps 
plant food in a form that can be quickly 
used by the seedling. The absence of 
clods generally is a good indication of a 
well prepared seed bed. If you plan to 
seed in late summer begin 30 or 60 
days before time and disc often in order 
to destroy weeds. Just before seeding 
use a cultipacker for the final dressing. 
This will make the bed firm and breaks 
the smaller clods. For seeding, if possi- 
ble, use a seeder with a cultipacker at- 
tached or at least after you seed with 
a regular seeder use a drum roller or 
cultipacker to pack the bed. 

Alfalfa is an expensive crop to seed; 
therefore it should be done properly. 
There are many who still use 250 or 
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300 lbs. of fertilizer per acre and wonder 
why they get poor stands. To get a good 
healthy stand of alfalfa you must provide 
plenty of plant food. On soils high in 
fertility use a minimum of 600 lbs. of 
2-12-12 with boron at seeding time, and 
if possible disc in 300 lbs. at the same 
time the lime is applied. If the soil is 
low in fertility use an additional 500 
Ibs. Generous applications of fertilizer 
are second only to moisture in establish- 
ing a good stand of alfalfa. 

Lime, fertilizer, labor—all these things 
may be wasted if proper seed is not 
used. It is usually a good idea to check 
occasionally to be sure what varieties 
are adapted to your area. Often a new 
variety will be developed and it may 
be better adapted to conditions on your 
farm than the one you have been using. 
When possible use certified seed and 
don’t forget innoculation. Use a fresh, 
dated innoculent and follow the direc- 
tions on the box for mixing. It would 
cost you $35 to buy the nitrogen sup- 
plied by an acre of well noduled alfalfa. 

We are in favor of a mixture rather 
than straight alfalfa. Generally seeding 
alfalfa with a grass gives higher yields 
over a long period of time. We have 
been well pleased with alfalfa and orch- 
ard mixtures. Usually the orchard grass 
will grow in the spots where the alfalfa 
won’t grow and it makes hay curing 
easier. Toward the end of the rotation 
when the alfalfa is thinning out the orch- 
ard grass seems to hold up the yield. We 
find that cattle and horses like a mix- 
ture better. If you want to try a mix- 
ture this year, seed 15 or 20 lbs. of 
alfalfa and 5 lbs. orchard grass per acre. 

Disease control is now becoming more 
important each year. There are two 
practices which may help you control 
common alfalfa diseases: 

1. Do not plant alfalfa in soil on which 
alfalfa or clover has grown the preced- 
ing year. Plant alfalfa in soil which 
has grown a cultivated crop for the pre- 
vious 2 or 3 years. 

2. Where stem rot is a problem, plant 
alfalfa early (before August 15). More 
than likely this will result in a disease 
free crop, with sufficient growth before 
cold weather, to keep it hardy in the 
winter. ; 

Alfalfa is a wonderful plant and it 
should be given every chance to do well. 
Remember—don’t gamble when starting 
it.

At present we are proceeding on the joy- 
in-good-work principle liberally flavored 
with prospective trail ride fun and farm 
horse show winnings for those best ap- 
plying D 1 and D 2 requirements to 
schooling themselves and their mounts. 

Apparently a success in this sort of ef- 
fort was a Combination Show and Games 
Program for two of the Club’s scattered 
five chapters held on May 29th. It was 


The Whys 
of Horsemanship 


Elizabeth Ober 


Ponies and horses find it refresh- 
ing and relaxing to stop in the 
middle of a stream to drink and 
they should be allowed to do so, 
whenever its safe. It will be safe 
to allow your mount to have a 
drink if you yourself would drink 
water under the same _ circum- 
stance. For example, you would 
not drink water just before you 
were going to play in a strenuous 
game so you should not allow your 
pony or horse to have a drink if 
you are going to gallop him im- 
mediately afterwards. Nor should 
you allow him to have a drink if he 
is overheated as you would not do 
so yourself. If you do he may be 
foundered. But if you are going 
to ride him leisurely, you can al- 
low him to have his fill of water. 
As almost every pony and horse 
loves to roll in a stream, you must 
be on the alert to prevent his do- 
ing it. If he starts pawing the 
water, it’s an indication he is plan- 
ning to roll. To prevent him, pull 
up his head and kick him to keep 
him moving through the stream. 
It will not harm you of course if 
he does roll and being dumped in- 
to the stream may be your first 
lesson in anticipating your mount’s 
action. As a horseman you must 
learn to anticipate for horses 
or ponies occasionally act with sur- 
prising speed and the rider’s reac- 
tion must be equally as prompt. 














a neighborhood gathering in the 290 
foot riding ring at the M. P. Estes place 
near Nashville. Twenty-two participants 
hacked over. The show dress rehearsal 
idea was carried out by having all enter 
by numbers (Purina variety). 

There were too many for one instruc- 
tor-judge. But he had perfect attention 
from everyone and those who were keen 
were bound to have learned much horse 
lore free from the slightest school flavor. 
Two lads who had said they didn’t care 
to join the Pony Club because they didn’t 
want to be “bothered” with lessons were 
right in the thick of it. 

Victories were honorary. In the first 
three events competition was individual. 
In the bending race and added Quiz 
Race, competition was between teams of 
three. Most young people like being one 
of a team and it helps to have company 
either winning or losing. 

The Quiz Race was a real triumph in 
education the exciting way. The an- 
nouncement of the event was greeted 
with enthusiasm. The Team members 
answering the questions correctly dash- 
ed with smiles of satisfaction to the next 
in line. Those who failed the first ques- 
tion had to wait for a second, perhaps a 
third, before circling the man with the 
questions and answers and making it for 
base.

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handler. (To show a horse or pony “in 
hand”, it is led into the ring by bridle 
reins, and wear no saddle. It is led at 
the walk and at the trot when the judge 
requests. When the judge wants to see 
your entry standing still, you should 
stand in front of the animal, bridle 
reins back towards the mount’s shoulder, 
and holding each rein close to the bit 
with each hand. Entry should stand 
squarely, not stretched out). 

3. Horsemanship — To be judged on 
position in the saddle at the walk and 
trot (or running walk); holding and us- 
ing reins; technique of moving out and 
halting; technique of progressing from 
walk to trot (or running walk). 

4. Bending race — Teams of three to 
be made up at home or when you get to 
the Show. No mixed teams, all Lealand 
or all Brentwood. To trot or gallop a- 
round or in and out of some marker, 
against the stop watch. Judge to give 
pointers before the start on use of 
weight aids and other technique helpful 
to winning such a game. 

5. Game, Quiz race — All classes and 
games will be divided into groups small 
enough to give everyone a chance to do 
well and have fun. 

There'll be a special game for the 
youngest group of members. 

The judge will name the best 4 or 5 
riders or horses (or ponies) in each class 
and give reasons for his decisions. It 
will be a good idea to bring your ani- 
mal’s halter and lead shank so you can 
hitch it somewhere if you wish. If you 
are planning to come, please phone the 
President or Secretary of your Chapter, 
so we may know how many to expect. 

REMEMBER, at any show or Pony 
Club meeting, horse should be groomed 
reasonably clean, saddlery the same, 
and rider neatly fixed. Formal riding 
clothes are not required, but what you 
wear should be suitable and clean, and 
should include your Pony Club button. 

REMEMBER to thank Mr. Estes, Mr. 
Juhan, and other grown-ups for their 
contributions to the occasion.

The Value of Secondary or Elementary 
Dressage in The Training of Hunters 





(Editor’s Note: In view of many letters 
and articles about the value of secondary 
or elementary dressage in training hunt- 
ers which have appeared in The Chroni- 
cle in recent weeks, we think it appro- 
priate to republish a letter from Mrs. 
John Cooke of Rehoboth, Mass. which 
first appeared in the issue of Nov. 5, 1948. 
The comment which follows was written 
by a great hunting man, Col. Borwick, 
who was responsible for sending over to 
this country during World War II some 
of the best of the Pytchley bitches.) 
Dear Sir: 

Someone of greater authority than I 
should write this letter but in case no 
one does, let me say that I doubt if any 
competent dressage man would suggest 
that such advanced work as the piaffer, 
the passage or the gallop in place is a 
necessary or desirable part of the train- 
ing of a hunter or jumper. It is possi- 
ble to make an animal which is both an 
advanced dressage horse and a field 
horse; that good horse, Peterski, is an 
example. But it is seldom done and the 
most ardent dressage enthusiast would 
hardly recommend it as a general prac- 
tice. 

It is secondary dressage which is suit- 
able for our field horses, and there is 
nothing mysterious about it. The move- 
ments are simple enough and the aids 
are only those which you should know 
anyway if you have any idea of training 
or even of controlled riding. What counts 
is how you do it. Circles? Yes, of course; 
but maintain the same pace throughout 
the circle, and use your outside leg to 
keep the haunches from flying out, and 
to flex the spinal column. Figure eights: 
Yes, but make them accurate. Be sure 
that the horse changes behind as well 
as in front and only when you give the 
aids. Don’t throw your weight about or 
lean overboard to see if the change has 
been properly made. If you are going 
to halt, make it an exercise in obedience 
and flexibility by stopping at a given spot, 
(no extra steps allowed) closing your legs 
so that the horse is on all four feet, in 
balance to move again in any direction 
you choose. 

If you want a really challenging exer- 
cise, try to rein your horse back a given 
number of steps and ‘then go promptly 
forward at a chosen gait. Try the walk 
first. Then try the trot with no walking 
steps. Finally the gallop on a given lead. 
To do this smoothly, promptly, without 
shuffling or excitement, your horse will 
have to be light and in balance, and you 
will have to know your aids and apply 
them tactfully. You will have gone quite 
far in secondary dressage and you will 
enjoy it and like the results, and find 
them useful too. These are only a few 
examples. 

Perhaps I over-simplify. But as an 
amateur I want to suggest that there is 
nothing European or foreign in all this 
unless it be un-American to take pains. 
Remember what you are trying to make: 
a horse which is obedient, responsive, 
able to do whatever you ask of him with 
a minimum of effort on your part and on 
his. Work always with that end in view. 

Let me add that the most common mis- 
apprehension about secondary dressage 
is the idea that it limits a horse’s ability 


to extend. Extension must be emphasiz- 
ed in training as much as collection. 
The ability to pass from one to the other 
easily and without excitement is one of 
the most characteristic as well as de- 
lightful and useful marks of the well- 
trained or dressaged-horse.

Dear Mrs. Cooke: 

Your admirable article on ‘Secondary 
Dressage” (a title which is quite excel- 
lent) impels me to write to you. I wish 
to congratulate you on its clarity and on 
the soundness of the principles you pro- 
pound. I hope it will be widely read in 
America, digested, appreciated, and act- 
ed upon. May I now present to you my 
credentials in case you may think me 
presumptuous in writing to you on a 
subject of which you are so obviously 
so well informed. I began as an instruc- 
tor at our cavalry school in 1909 when 
the so called forward seat was adopted 
by the British Cavalry. From 1917 to 
late 1919 I was chief instructor and com- 
mandant of the School of Equitation in 
France by the order of our commander 
in chief, and later in England. When I 
retired, I became Master of the Middle- 
ton Fox Hounds for 10 seasons. I then 
came to live here in the center of the 
Pytchley country of which pack I be- 
came Joint M. F. H. for the season 1939. 
40. In 1937 I went to America to judge 
English fox hounds at Bryn Mawr when 
I hunted with the Meadowbrook, the 
Essex and the Chester County. Plunket 
Stewart I regard as one of my greatest 
friends and it is owing to his kindness 
that I receive The Chronicle. 

It may interest you to know what a 
controversy is going on over here in re- 
ference to ours and to continental 
methods. Some of our equitators have 
gone all muddled about the High School 
and, as you so wisely describe, Secon- 
dary Dressage. 

I do not know of course if you have 
hunted over here or not, but I am sure 
that you are more than ever right when 
you suggest a course of secondary dres- 
sage for all horses which are going to 
hunt or to be shown. 

I and my two sons have trained our 
horses for years on exactly the lines 
you suggest and we have managed to 
keep “right side up” pretty usually over 
these formidable English midland coun- 
tries with their diversity of fences. I 
have never read in one short article so 
much valuable advice so clearly indicat- 
ed and so sound in principle. Your 
precepts on the application of the 
aids delight my heart in relation to 
change and extension, also your in- 
sistence for a correct halt and the free 
forward movement at all paces, after the 
run back. I have been to Saumur. I have 
had the pleasure to discuss the Eques- 
trian art with many of their Cadre Noir 
instructors; theirs is the most practical 
school of thought and objective—free 
movement, impulsion, smoothness, in 
fact, as you suggest. My elder son, who 
has just left my old regiment the Scots 
Grays, was on the English team for the 
Olympic 3 day event riding a horse I had 
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trained as a hunter—he was 17th of all 
competition. He lived with your team 
and had great admiration for their eques- 
trian prowess. He had only 10 weeks to 
polish my horse up. 

My second boy who is still in the regi- 
ment was second riding for England in 
the 3 day event held in Rotterdam. They 
are interesting about the foreign techni- 
que. Only our two nations really hunt, 
sO we require much more of our horses, 
in fact, and so I like your article even 
more. 

“Progress is not the result of move- 
ment but of the way in which the move- 
ment is carried out.” 

“The object of the rider is to be able 
to cause his horse to move in any direc- 
tion at any pace at any time.” 

I must stop and please forgive me.

examination on theory. Those taking 
the course are required to observe a 
certain amount of stable routine. The 
stable consists of sixty well kept horses, 
mostly of the hunter type.

A. H. S. A. Directors 
Vote Changes in 
Horse Show Rules 


Directors of the American Horse 
Shows Association, parent body of the 
sport with headquarters in New York, 
have voted to maintain the age of jun- 
ior members of the A. H. S. A. at 17 
years or up to the junior’s 18th birth- 
day, as of January 1, 1955. A provision 
in the 1954 rulebook supplement to re- 
duce the age by one year is being aband- 
oned for 1955 in favor of leaving the 
age limit at 17 where it has been here- 
tofore. 

With juniors showing marked gains in 
numbers throughout the country and a 
high enrollment in the A. H. S. A. of 
both seniors and juniors of 3,150 as of 
July 1 (3,005 at this time last year), 
directors are confident that 1954 will 
register increases in other categories. 

The next Board of Directors meeting 
was voted for October 19 at Kansas City 
during the week of the American Royal 
Horse Show. 

Directors voted that when a show re- 
quests the services of a guest judge, an 
officer of the show must sign a state- 
ment that the individual is familiar with 
A. H. S. A. rules and is capable of ad- 
judicating the classes involved. 

A committee headed by Andrew Mont- 
gomery, and consisting of Mrs. Edgar 
Scott, Charles J. Cronan, Jr., Ike Lanier 
and James Blackwell was named to con- 
sider the rating of horses in juvenile 
classes, i. e., classes for juniors where 
the horse, not the rider, receives the 
award. The A. H. S. A. has never scor- 
ed horses in these events, either for 
points toward association trophies, or 
for reckoning the status of novice and 
limit horses and green hunters. The 
committee was asked to make recom- 


mendations.
